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RACE RELATIONS 
IN MONTEREY PARK 


The defeat of Lily Lee Chen and two other incumbents - 
both Hispanlcs - in the city council election 1last week in 
Monterey Park has been the subject matter for many a com- 
mentary in the Chinese-language press _ across _ the _ nation， 
Shocking to many commentators is the fact that the three 
incumbents were defeated by three white challengers in a city 
whose 35,000 population is evenly divided among Whites， 
Asians and Hispanics. Worst of all，it took only about 3,800 
votes to be elected in a _ city that had 6,441 registered Asian 
voters in 1984. Like most Chinese Americans，we were deeply 
disappointed with Chen's defeat. 

Some attributed her loss to the racist and divisive campaign. 
Others，including Chen herself，viewed the _ result as a_ voters'， 
desire for change of leadership，which has been _ characterized 
aS pro-growth，， Still others thought the low turnout among 
ASsian voters was a factor in Chen's dcfeat. 

Obviously there is no easy explanation. We agree that 
racism was indeed one of the decisive factors. Most visible 
was the heated debate over the "English-only" issue. Less 
visible， though nevertheless racist， was the challengers， 
campaign against the rapid disappearance of major department 
Stores and single-family homes，and the equally rapid appear- 
ance of Chinese-owned banks，stores，and condo-development 
projects， Since Chinese population and business have risen 
Sharply in Monterey Park and they are generally regarded as 
the major driving force .behind the accelerated growth，the 
line between anti-Chinese and anti-growth sentiments cannot 
be drawn easily，especially when so much racial bigotry has 
surfaced in recent months over the English-only campaign， 

How to preserve the quality of 1life in Monterey Park with- 
out pitting one racial 8roup against another is going to be a 
challenge to the new city council. Many 1longtime residents， 
including Asians，obviously turned out to vote against the 
incumbents,， But to preserve the quality of 1life for them and 
for the newcomers is 8oing to require the active participation 
of，and a lot of give-and-take among，all parties_ involved，not 
just Whites vS、Asians.， Achieving racial harmony is in fact 


the first agenda item for the new council，if preserving the 


quality of life is to have any Substance at all. 

Finalljy，some may see the defeat of Chen as a blow to 
Chinese American political empowerment. We disagree. In 
fact，we consider it a powerful 1lesson for those who think 
ethnicity alone is sufficient ground for Supporting a 
candlidate. 1

the widely-known type - certainly not beyond the immediate 
circlecs of their professional and social involvements. ietbY” 
virtue of their works as professionals in their own fields and 
their dedication to promote and defend the fundamental rights 
Of Chinese Americans and Asian Americans，their influence 
transcended the narrow confines of their circles， In their own 


ways they helped bridge the distances between Social，racialLeeeeeeawaaeaaeeee 


and political groups and removed barriers_ toward understand- 
ing among diverse groups，including those within the Chinese 


community. 
John Yehall Chin，uninhibited by his close ties to tradi- 
tional institutions of the Chinatown establishment， has 


admirably demonstrated his ability to work with many groups 
both inside and outside Chinatown for the benefit of the 
communlity and the society at large. In sharp contrast to 
Chin，Lincoln Millstein，business editor of the prestigious 
Bostol Clobe，is an "outsider"” to Boston's Chinatown. Yet， 
when an injustice occurred in the_ street of Chinatown，he 
promptly appliecd his sensitivity，skills and 'resource，in the 
best American journalist tradition，to help restore justice and 
dignity to an immigrant restaurant worker who had barely set 
his feet on the American soil，Likewise，William Wong，for- 
merly a reporter of the al Sireel Journal and now the 
assistant managing editor of the Oakland Tribxne，has shown 
how one can be a first-rate reporter or editor without compIoO- 
mising one's commitment to fight against racial ignorance and 
bigotry in national media. 

These three distinguished Chinese Americans come from 
very different backgrounds and identify with different Seg- 
ments Of the Chinese American community todayYetathey 
arc unmistakably an integral part of the emerging new Chi- 
ncese America regardless Of where they live and_ what they do. 
Though not particularly well known to Chinese Americans 
acr0SS thec nation，they are contributing to the building of a 
new Chinese American community， Their accomplishments， 
therefore，most decidedly deserve_ recognition and admiration.

MINORITY 


Traditionally， being 3 
disadvantaged minority，of 8a 
"disminority' ”if I may coin a 
term， has meant beling 3 
racial minority with a history 
of discrimination and under- 
representation at high_ income 
and social levels. 

But when is a minority not 
a_ minority? Asians have had 
a_ long history of discrimina- 
tion in America，but because 
the most visible Asians are 
more Successful than average， 
they are not considered to be 
a disminority. Yet there 
exists a Significant underclass 
of Asian Americans who do 
far worse than average who 
could be considered exactly 
that. Puerto Ricans are Over- 
represented at MIT，but one 
must take into account the 
Insititute's proximity to New 
York， where most Puerto 
Ricans 1live，according -to the 
1980 census. Black South 
Africans are disminorities 
who are clearly in the 
numerical majority， White 
ethnics，women，the poor，and 
the handicapped are racially 
identical to _ the majority，yet 
they are also disadvantaged. 

Most statistics are averagesS. 
And for most American 
raclal groups，the "average" 
persons will be descriptive of 
a large portion of the group. 
For example，a _ large propor- 
tion， of Whites are in the 
middle and upper classes，and 
Whites are underrepresented 
at low income levels. Simi- 
larly，a very large percentage 
of the Black and Hispanic 
populations can be found in 
lower income groups，while 
they are underrepresented at 
high income levels. 


ASIAN AMERICANS 


AsSian Americans have the 
highest median income of 
any racial group. But 
because Asians are 3a largely 
immigrant population from 
countries with very diverse 
Class backgrounds，the "aver- 
age”Asian American tells us 
little about most Asians. 
Asian Americans are the only 
racial group that is overre- 
presented in both high and 
low_ income levels， Asian 
professionals in the suburbs 
probably make more than the 
average，while Chinatown has 
among the lowest per capita 
incormes in Boston. Perhaps 
the best approach is to _ treat 
Asians as both an elite and 


According to the 1980 cen- 


Sus，half of all AsSian Ameri- 
cans aged 20 to 21 attended 
college， If you think that 
this is typical for Asians， 
only 15 percent 0of those in 
Japan and less than one per- 
cent ln China complete col- 
lege._ The fact that higher 
education 1Ss SO _ accessible in 
America is often the major 
reason for coming here in the 
first place. 

Even low-income Asians 
are likely to send their 
children to college，as the 


median income for Asian 


SAT registrants is actually 
below average. One 1low- 
income housing projeet sent 
90 percent of its children to 
college. 


When Asian .Americans go 
to college，they try for the 
best Schools，and the most 
challenging fields.， While the 
majority of students taking 
the SAT intend to recelive 8 
bachelor's degree， Imost 
college-bound Asians hope for 
a master's OrT doctorate. 
Asian Americans 3aS 3a group 
Score Slightly better on the 
SAT in mathematics .than 
average. 上 For 人 Asians who 
speak English as their first 
language，their verbal Scores 
are actually just as high，oOr 
even better than average asS 
well. ASian Americans 
comprised 12 percent of the 
top Scoring students on the 
SAT in 1983. 


ASIAN WOMEN 


Women are _ usually consid- 
ered to be disadvantaged; but 
ASsian women are at a disad- 
vantage only relative to 
ASsian Imen. Asian Americans 
account for 24 percent of 
MIT'Ss women， For non-Asians 
at MIT，the male-female ratio 
is approximately 3:1. But for 
Asian Americans，it is 7:1. 

Looking at national SAT 
Score distributions， women 
generally Score Somewhat 
lower than the men do， 
especially in math.， But in 
the highest score ranges， 
where MIT students can be 
found，Asian females scored 
as well as White males. 


AVERAGE ASIAN 


But even when Asians do 
well，lit is instructive to See 
just how high they really go0. 
Asian Americans may be 
OverTepresented among profes- 
Sionals，but they are Scarce 


in management and adminis- 


tration， They are ， nearly 
absent from politics， profes- 
Sional Sports，and the popular 
arts，This year， only one of 
32 Rhodes scholars is Asian. 


Those who do better tha, 
average are the most visible 
Asians，and get the most 
presSSs covera8ge. But the 28 
percent of Asians who spoke 
English as a Second 1language 
Scored worse on the SAT ver- 


bal section than any otl 
group，including the lowes

Dr Karen Fu is a busy person 
with an Important job 一 fnding a 
cure for cancer. 

Controlled energy radiates from 
her compact body as she perches 
on the edge of her chair，leans 
forward and explains her plans for 
the $25$6;000 grant she won in 
January for cancer research from 
the American Cancer Society. 

Research 1s only part of her 
career in medicine. Dr Fu also 
treats about 530 people with cancer 
a Week atthe School of Medicine at 
the Unliverslty of California，SFE,， 
and teaches medical students in 
their resldency programs at the 
UnlVerSity. 

The grant money will enable Dr 
Eu to continue fnding a cure for 
cancer by studyling the comblined 
effects of drug therapy (chemo- 
therapy) and radiation treatment 
on cancer cells in mailce. 

“My first goal is to _ treat Pa- 
tients;” she said. However she finds 
research“challengling and reward- 
ing” because“very few diseases 
can be totally cured，bnut there is 
hopeforfndingacurefor cancer.?” 

Dr Fu shows no hint of defeat 
from combatting the devastating 
disease， Her smile is bright and 
She talks with fascination of her 
WorK. The 45-year-old doctor esti- 
mates that about 350 percent of the 
cancer patients She treats can be 
cured . 

Dr Fu Speciallizes in head and 
neck cancer，but She works with 
People who have all kinds of can- 
cem including skin,， lung and cer- 
VIX cancer. 9he said that Canton- 
ese are Susceptible to mouth and 
tongue cancer and she has worked 
with many of them . 

Cancer cells are elusive to treat- 
Iment and build up a resistance to 
radiation, she said. Drugs help stop 
the cells from bulilding Up resis- 
tance and also interfere with their 
repalr after radiation, she said .

kill cancer cellsj which is good， 
also damageotherparts ofthebody 
and can cause additional pain for a 
Person with cancerThe right com- 
bination of drugs and radiation to 
minimize the damage would be a 
major gain in research, she said 

Dr Fu chose two drugs out of 
Six to study with the grant money. 
The drug and radiation combina- 
tion ls commonly used to treat 
cancer. “The problem is which 
drug to use and in what combina- 
tion with radiation ”she said . 


The combination attacKs cancer 
cells in different ways. Radiation 
affects the area of the body where 
the cancer cells are，while drugs 
affect the whole body and help 
Stop the growth of cancer, she said. 

“We are seeing the effects right 
now”of the two drugs and radia- 
tion on mouse tumors. The next 
Step ls to conduct research on hu- 
Imans, she Said . 

Dr Fu first started cancer re- 


Search in 1972，a year after she 
began teaching and working in the 
Radiation Oncology department at 
USCE. She has received many 
grants from the American Cancer 
Society and the National Cancer 
JInstitute. 

Dr Fu first wanted to work on 
fnding a cure for cancer when she 
was in high school. She came to 
the Us from Hong Kong in 1959 
when she was 18 to study at Bar- 
nard College. She then went to 
medical School at Columbia Uni- 
Versity and fnlished her residency 
training at Stanford University in 
the Specialized field of radiation 
oncology. 

The opportunity to receive grant 
Imoney and conduct research is 
greater ln the US than in China， 
She Sald . 

Dr Fu said she has no plans of 
working anywhere but SF because 
“Ilove whatTm doing”and UCSEF 
”is one of the top institutions in 
terms of radiation therapy.” 男

ECONOMIC NECESSITY 


Most cooking _ schools，Louie 
pointed out，require one to 
two years Of instruction. 
Throush sheer _ economic 
necessity， he reduced the 
training time by requiring 
the Students to take intensive 
notes，Ppractice at home，and 
learning new recipes daily. 
They cook their own break- 
fast at 7:30 am，prepare a 
Senior citizens brunch at 9:30 
am，and then begin lunch. 
Their day ends at 3:30 pm， 
Monday through Friday. 

Each July，the school is 
approved for one more year 
of funding from SF'S Private 
Industry Council， There are 
five applicants for each 
person accepted into the free 
prIO0gTam. 


Last year， the School's 
board of directors applied for 
a 8rant from the Mayor's 
Office of Community Devel- 
opment (OCD) to start its 
own catering business，using 
the cooking facilities in the 
Salvation Army building 
where the School is 1located. 
The proposal was accepted， 
bringing the school abonut 
3$60,000 for the _ first year and 
enabling it to increase 
Student enrollment by about 
20 percent. The catering 
program -began in January 
1986. 


LITTLE PROFIT 


"Some people ask why we 
have to do this catering 
Service,” Said Louie，removing 
his tall white chef"s hat as 
he Sat down to lunch. "Our 
funds are getting Shorter 
evEeIyY year. We can make a 
little profit to help the cook's 
School..， At the same time， 
more practical experience can 
give to the students for 
training. 

"Over the last five yearS， 
all the federal funding was 
cut.， We had to have more 
Students..、 We figure，any way 
we can help keep this pro- 
gram alive." 


Whenever possible， Louie 
hires his own students to do 
the catering - especially on 
evenlings and weekends， 
"Many of them have to have 
a part-time job anyway,” he 
Salid，speaking rapidly in his 
heavy accent.， "We'"ve 8gotten 
quite a few jobs so far. Some 
restaurants and hotels might 
need some Special item - hors 
doceuvres. They don't have 
time to make it，sSo they hire 
US.” 


INEXPENSIVE 


The catering program can 
Serve dinner on its Own pre- 
mises，or make deliveries， Its 
buffets are American， Chi- 
nese， or aa ， combination. 
Complete meals are available 
for $5$ to 9$10 per person. 
The $53 menu includes mixed 
greens，fried chicken， pork 
chow mein，Sweet 区 Sour 
pork，cake pastry and punch. 
"We do wedding cakes or 
birthday cakes, ”he added. In 
the past，the Cooks Training 
School has served as many as 
1,400 diners at a sitting.、The 
catering Service can accept an 
order as Small as $10. 

Moira So，director of _ the 
OCD，said in a brief inter- 
view，"Tm willing to make a 
public investment in this 
kind of non-profit business to 
get it started， ITI think you 
Should invest in it at least 
two OF three ,years But 工 
can't make 8 guarantee." 


The catering program is 
managed by Susie Cheng， 
asSSistant director of the 
School Since 1982.

Louie， the main chef 
instructor，has five part-time 


teaching assistants._ He is a 
non-paid consultant to the 
catering Service.

Chinese. A large，heavy man 
of 5$4 with an energetic pres- 
ence， Loule shows most 
enthusiasm when talking 
about his favorite subject 
- food. 

Born in China，the Son of 
a Chinese American who 
wasn't allowed to bring his 
wife to the US，Louie arrived 
in Spokane， Washington at 
age 17 and began working in 
his brother's restaurant there. 
Drafted into the US Army， 
he was Sent to Korea during 
the Korean War as 3 cook，

SETTLED IN SF

He 
rejoined the Chinatown Pres- 
byterian Church and became 
aware of the plight of Chi- 
nese immigrants who were 
unable to find work. 

In 1970，said Louie，"a 
groupP of us started looking 
on ways to _ help people find 
a job. We wanted to open a 
cooking School to train people 
in a Short time，to place 
them in a job. 

"I_ said, “Why not American 
cooking?” Then you can go 
in the American hotels. 

"They needed a person who 
had a _ certain amount of chef
